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From  House  Calls  to 
House  Restorations

Though  he  did  not  maintain  a 
close  affiliation  with  MCV  af- 
ter his  graduation,  Dr.  Lewis 
C.  Lush  (M'26)  never  forgot  about  his 
medical  school  alma  mater.  After  his 
death  in  1989,  MCV  Alumni  Associa- 
tion officials  received  notice  that  Dr. 
Lush  had  left  a  partial  settlement  of 
$350,000  to  the  Alumni  Association. 
His  generous  bequest  seems  to  indi- 
cate that  during  the  53  years  between 
his  graduation  and  his  passing,  he 
reserved  a  place  in  his  heart  and  mind 
for  MCV.  The  funds  are  to  be  given  to 
the  MCVAA  Building  Fund  and  will 
help  insure  that  the  historic  Maupin- 
Maury  House  (MCV  Alumni  House) 
is  moved  and  renovated. 

Dr.  Lush' was  personally  involved 
in  the  restoration  of  another  historical 
site.  Many  years  ago,  he  purchased 
the  Clover  Hill  Plantation  in  Chester- 
field County.  When  he  took  owner- 
ship, the  property  was  somewhat  run- 
down. 

"He  spent  probably  ten  years  re- 
storing the  place,"  says  Dr.  Lush's 
nephew,  Mr.  Donald  Jones. 

The  Clover  Hill  Plantation  was  built 
by  Judge  James  H.  Cox,  a  prominent 
mid-nineteenth  century  politician. 
When  General  Robert  E.  Lee  passed 
through  the  area  on  his  retreat  to 
Appomattox,  Judge  Cox  invited  him 
in  for  a  meal. 

The  Maupin-Maury  House's  renown 
is  also  rooted  in  the  Civil  War.  It  was 
in  one  of  its  bathtubs  that  the  electri- 
cal torpedo  was  invented,  a  weapon 
used  in  Civil  War  naval  battles. 

In  view  of  Dr.  Lush's  interest  in 
preservation  and  restoration,  it  seems 
appropriate  that  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees elected  to  utilize  his  generous 
bequest  toward  the  moving  and  resto- 
ration of  the  Maupin-Maury  House. 
After  all,  he  did  spend  a  significant 
amount  of  time  seeing  to  it  that  the

Clover  Hill  Plantation,  a  structure 
where  Lee  broke  bread,  was  renewed 
to  its  old  grandeur. 

Mr.  Jones  remembers  his  uncle's 
being  basically  a  quiet  man  who  lived 
with  his  grandmother  and  sister  until 
he  was  married  at  the  age  of  39.  He 
is  survived  by  his  wife  and  an  only 
daughter. 

After  he  was  semi-retired,  Dr.  Lush 
enjoyed  fishing  in  a  pond  on  the  Clo- 
ver Hill  Plantation.    And  though  he

was  never  a  hearty  talker,  in  those 
later  years,  Dr.  Lush  delighted  in 
engaging  visitors  in  a  convivial  chat 
while  seated  on  the  banks  of  that  pond, 
fishing  line  in  the  water. 

"He  liked  to  have  people  come  out 
and  talk  to  him,"  says  Mr.  Jones.  "The 
people  of  Chesterfield  were  fond  of 
him." 

A  love  of  fishing  was  something 
Dr.  Lush  acquired  as  an  adult.  His 
brother,  George  Ben  Lush,  says,  "He 
didn't  like  to  fish  or  hunt  when  he  was 
young." 

According  to  Mr.  Lush,  who  was 
an  avid  gamesman  as  a  boy,  Dr.  Lush 
finally  acquired  a  taste  for  hunting 
and  fishing  activities  during  a  one- 
year  residency  at  Ancon  Hospital  in 
the  Panama  Canal  Zone.  Not  only  did 
he  start  fishing  while  there,  he  also 
did  some  alligator  hunting. 

Though  the  Lush  brothers  didn't 
fish  and  hunt  together  when  they  were 
boys,  they  did  often  accompany  their 
father  on  housecalls  throughout  ru- 
ral, turn-of-the-century  Chesterfield 
County.  The  senior  Dr.  Lush,  Dr. 
Herbert  B.  Lush,  graduated  from  MCV 
in  1896. 

"He  was  a  jolly  old  fellow  who  liked 
to  tease  people,"  says  Mr.  Lush  of  his 
father. 

For  years  the  senior  Dr.  Lush  made 
his  housecalls  by  a  horse  and  buggy. 
He  later  purchased  a  Model-T  Ford. 
Mr.  Lush's  most  vivid  memory  of  the 
car  was  his  tobacco-chewing  father's 
habit  of  spitting  out  of  the  driver's 
window.  "If  you  were  in  the  back 
seat,  you'd  get  hit  in  the  head,"  he 
says. 

Dr.  Lush's  father  died  of  ptomaine 
poisoningin  1921  at  the  age  of  56  after 
eating  some  contaminated  beef. 
Though  it  was  several  years  later,  Dr. 
Lush  picked  up  where  his  father  left 
off. 

"Most  of  his  patients  had  been  his 
father's  patients,"  states  Mr.  Jones. 


For  50  years  Dr.  Lush  was  a  gen- 
eral practitioner  who  served  Chester- 
field County  residents.  He  maintained 
an  office  in  his  home.  And  when  he 
moved  to  Clover  Hill  Plantation,  he 
set  up  his  office  in  a  building  behind 
the  main  house.  "He  practiced  until 
he  was  nearly  80,"  says  Mr.  Jones. 

While  in  Panama,  treating  the  Canal 
Zone's  mostly  military  residents,  Dr. 
Lush  developed  an  appreciation  for 
the  military  and  joined  the  National 
Guard  when  he  returned  to  Virginia. 
During  World  War  II  he  spent  time  at 
Fort  Benning,  Georgia.  After  the  war 
he  was  sent  to  Germany  to  help  set  up 
medical  facilities  in  the  Allied  Occu- 
pied Zone.  He  often  spoke  to  Mr. 
Jones  about  the  paltry  conditions  he 
witnessed  while  in  Germany.  Though 
Dr.  Lush  and  his  wife  travelled  widely, 
Mr.  Jones  says,  "He  never  went  back 
there." 

Sometime  between  his  1926  MCV 
graduation  and  the  establishment  of 
his  private  practice,  Dr.  Lush  was  a 
physician  at  one  of  Virginia's  peniten- 
tiaries. He  lived  on  the  prison  grounds 
in  a  small  room.  When  he  left,  Dr. 
Lush  took  with  him  a  token  of  appre- 
ciation given  to  him  by  some  of  the 
inmates.  "He  had  a  dining  room  suite 
some  of  the  prisoners  made  for  him," 
says  Mr.  Jones. 

Like  his  father.  Dr.  Lush  was  an 
avid  tobacco  chewer.  Mr.  Jones  be- 
lieves it  was  the  perennial  chaw  that  in 
aging  years  sometimes  made  him  hard 
to  understand  when  he  talked.  But, 
he  says,  there  was  one  topic  Dr.  Lush 
clearly  and  often  talked  about  with  his 
nephews. 

"He  was  always  trying  to  talk 
us  into  going  to  medical  school," 
recalls  Mr.  Jones.  However,  none  of 
Dr.  Lush's  nephews  took  up  the 
profession. 

It  would  be  nice  if  Dr.  Lush  were 
here  to  tell  us  more  about  himself  and 
what  he  thought  of  the  world  around 
him.  But  that  is  impossible.  We  must 
rely  on  those  who  knew  him  best. 
Their  words  tell  us  how  he  was  per- 
ceived and  how  he  will  be  remem- 
bered. George  Ben  Lush  remembers 
his  brother  like  this:  "He  was  a  good 
man  ....  Everybody  liked  him  .... 
He  was  always  a  country  doctor."

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The  Paret  Family  Tree

Sometimes,  attending  a  particu- 
lar learning  institution  becomes 
a  family  tradition.  That's  the 
way  it  is  with  the  Paret  family  and  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia. 

It  all  started  when  Dr.  M.  A.  Paret 
(D'45)  left  his  Manhattan  home  to 
study  at  MCV.  He  was  not  only  the 
first  Paret  to  graduate  from  MCV  but 
also  the  first  to  become  a  dentist.  And 
much  to  his  family's  disappointment, 
he  was  the  first  Paret  to  move  south  of 
the  Mason-Dixon  line. 

He  says  his  family  could  not  under- 
stand why  he  would  want  to  leave 
New  York  and  move  to  Richmond.  To 
them,  the  New  York  metropolitan  area 
was  the  center  of  the  world. 

"I  just  decided  I  didn't  need  any- 
more cold  weather,"  says  Dr.  Paret, 
giving  one  of  his  reasons  for  his 
pioneering  trek  to  the  South. 

But  there  was  another  reason. 
Though  he  applied  to  the  dental  schools 
of  Marquette  and  Stetson  Universi- 
ties, he  says,  "MCV  had  a  good  repu- 
tation and,  at  the  time,  was  taking 
students  other  than  Virginians." 

What  Dr.  Paret  immediately  no- 
ticed when  he  became  immersed  in 
his  studies,  was  the  easy-going  ap- 
proach to  academia  that  was  embraced 
by  MCVs  largely  southern  student 
body.  "Things  were  much  more  com- 
petitive in  New  York,"  he  says,  em- 
phasizing that  the  less  aggressive 
approach  did  not  lessen  the  quality  of 
education.  He  also  adds  that  it  suited 
him  well. 

When  MCV  threw  its  doors  wide 
open  to  out-of-state  students,  a  good 
number  of  those  entering  the  school 
hailed  not  only  from  the  chilly  North, 
but  also  from  states  to  Virginia's  south. 
Dr.  Paret  says  a  healthy  contingency 
of  his  classmates  came  from  the  Caro- 
linas.  He  rapidly  became  friends  with 
a  number  of  them  and  to  this  day  still 
refers  to  them  as  "the  Carolina  boys." 

When  he  spoke  to  the  Scarab  from 
his  Marco  Island,  Florida,  home,  he 
expressed  his  disappointment  at 
having  to  miss  an  upcoming  Hilton 
Head,  South  Carolina,  reunion  with 


the  Carolina  boys  because  of  a  foot 
injury.  Dr.  Paret  and  his  Carolina 
friends  get  together  at  least  once  every 
year  or  two. 

Dr.  Paret  recalls  his  amazement  at 
the  digital  dexterity  the  Carolina  stu- 
dents displayed  when  carrying  out 
dental  techniques.  He  feels  their  skill 
stemmed  from  a  lifetime  of  tying  fish- 
ing lines  and  whittling  wood,  hobbies 
that  were  not  available  to  Manhattan- 
ites  like  himself. 

Dr.  Paret  did,  however,  have  a  hobby 
that  required  the  skillful  management 
of  his  fingers.  "I  was  a  musician.  I 
started  playing  in  bands  at  the  age  of 
14,"  he  explains. 

Evidently,  some  of  the  Carolina  boys 
had  also  played  a  few  notes  before 
coming  to  MCV  because  several  of 
them  became  members  of  the  MCV 
Revelers,  a  band  Dr.  Paret  put  to- 
gether with  the  help  of  Clyde  Young, 
one  of  his  closest  Carolina  buddies. 

The  MCV  Revelers  was  a  hard- 
working swing  band  that  played  at 
area  colleges,  clubs,  and  even  got  some 
occasional  air  time  on  one  of  the  local 
radio  stations.  'We  were  much  in 
demand,"  says  Dr.  Paret. 

Dr.  Paret 's  years  at  MCV  were  busy 
ones.  Not  only  was  he  going  to  dental 
school  and  putting  in  some  long  hours 
on  the  bandstand,  he  also  received  his 
degree  nine  months  earlier  than  was 
customary. 

"The  three-month  vacation  was 
eliminated  because  of  the  war,"  he 
says.  But  no  one  complained  because, 
he  adds,  "Guys  were  getting  killed  in 
Europe." 

Dr.  Paret  explains  that  the  military 
had  incentive  programs  that  were 


designed  to  attract  men  who  were 
willing  to  give  their  time  to  the  war 
effort  upon  graduation  in  exchange 
for  financial  aid.  For  these  men, 
summer  vacations  were  eliminated  to 
expedite  their  education  and  place 
them  into  the  war  effort  as  soon  as 
possible. 

By  the  time  Dr.  Paret  finished  at 
MCV  in  1945,  the  war  was  winding 
down.  Though  he  probably  could 
have  avoided  military  service,  he  says, 
"I  still  went  ahead  and  volunteered." 

He  was  sent  to  Key  West,  Florida, 
and  fell  in  love  with  the  state.  That's 
why  he  moved  there  when  he  retired. 

But  that  was  after  he  enjoyed  a 
successful  dental  career  in  Virginia. 
Though  he  began  practicing  in  rural 
Virginia,  he  soon  opted  to  move  to 
Richmond.  Later  he  went  north  to 
Alexandria,  where  he  finished  his 
career. 

It  was  during  his  Richmond  years 
that  the  MCV  tradition  in  the  Paret 
family  blossomed.  Dr.  Paret's  daugh- 
ter, Linda,  was  born  at  MCV.  "It  was 
always  that  big  place  on  the  hill.  I 
remember  seeing  pictures  of  dad 
outside  MCV  when  he  was  going  to 
school  there,"  she  says. 

Years  later  Linda  Rose  Paret  would 
also  become  an  MCV  student 
entering  the  EEG  Technology  Pro- 
gram. She  says  she  got  into  the  field 
accidentally. 

"I  had  a  head  injury  and  had  to  have 
an  EEG.  I  had  never  seen  anything 
like  it.  It  was  fascinating,"  she  recalls. 

At  the  end  of  the  one-year  pro- 
gram, Ms.  Paret  got  her  first  job  at 
MCV.  She  says  it  was  not  an  easy 
time.  "I  had  two  children  and  was 
going  through  a  divorce.  It  got  more 
difficult  when  I  started  going  on-call," 
she  says,  remembering  the  many  nights 
she  had  to  ask  a  baby  sitter  to  come 
and  watch  her  children  at  two  or  three 
o'clock  in  the  morning. 

Ms.  Paret  later  applied  for  a  posi- 
tion at  Chippenham  Medical  Center. 
"I  was  hired  two  months  before  they 
opened  and  have  been  there  for  19 
years,"  she  says. 

She  was  hired  as  an  EEG  technolo- 
gist, but  the  job  quickly  snowballed. 
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"They  asked  me  if  I  would  do  EKG's. 
I  went  back  to  MCV  and  took  a  course. 
Within  a  month  they  hired  someone 
to  work  for  me,"  says  Ms.  Paret. 

As  technology  increased  so  did  Ms. 
Paret's  job  description.  Within  a  few 
years  she  was  in  charge  of  the  admini- 
stration of  halter  monitors,  evoked 
potentials,  and  echocardiograms.  The 
addition  of  each  new  procedure  meant 
more  class  time  for  Ms.  Paret  at  the 
medical  schools  of  universities  like 
Duke  and  Wake  Forest.  "I  now  have 
20  employees,"  she  states. 

Before  she  took  the  first  step  to- 
ward her  skyrocketing  career,  Ms. 
Paret  says  she  talked  with  her  sister, 
Nell  (Betsy)  Wilkinson,  who  had 
completed  MCVs  Radiologic  Tech- 
nology Program  in  1970,  before  Ms. 
Paret  embarked  on  her  studies.  "I 
started  talking  to  my  sister  about  it, 
and  she  thought  it  was  something  that 
would  interest  me,"  says  Ms.  Paret. 

It  was  also  a  friendly  nudge  that 
had  helped  Mrs.  Wilkinson  decide  to 
abandon  the  secretarial  profession  and 
apply  to  MCV.  "I  had  a  friend  who  told 
me,   *you   should   apply,  you'd   be 


good,'  "  says  Mrs.  Wilkinson. 

Although  radiologic  technology  is 
an  ancillary  service,  learning  about  it 
meant  touching  upon  medicine  as  a 
whole.  Despite  the  fact  that  she  had 
been  acquainted  with  dentistry  through 
her  father,  this  first-hand  medical 
knowledge  opened  up  a  whole  new 
world  to  Mrs.  Wilkinson. 

Besides  the  usual  four  or  five  hours 
of  class  everyday,  the  program  re- 
quired students  to  take  on-call  shifts 
from  5  pm  to  8  am  at  least  once 
a  week.  "When  things  quieted 
down,  we'd  hit  the  sack,"  says  Mrs. 
Wilkinson. 

like  her  sister,  Mrs.  Wilkinson  was 
employed  by  MCV  after  graduation. 
She  stayed  for  three  years.  During 
that  time  she  got  married. 

Mrs.  Wilkinson  was  next  employed 
by  Retreat  Hospital  where  she  be- 
came interested  in  nuclear  medicine. 
It  wasn't  long  before  she  was  taking 
courses  on  the  subject.  She  says 
nuclear  medicine  is  more  diverse  and 
complex  than  general  radiology.  That 
is  what  attracted  her  to  the  field .  0  nee 
she  received  accreditation  in  the  field, 


she  says  what  she  enjoyed  most 
was  working  with  kidney  transplant 
patients. 

The  two  Paret  sisters  and  their  fa- 
ther are  not  the  only  family  members 
affiliated  with  MCV  and  the  Univer- 
sity. Their  mother  was  an  administra- 
tive assistant  for  a  faculty  member  for 
many  years.  They  have  a  sister  who 
currently  works  on  the  MCV  Cam- 
pus. And  their  brother  graduated 
from  VCU  in  1971  with  a  bachelor's 
degree  in  psychology.  He  now  works 
for  the  secret  service.  The  three  sis- 
ters often  try  to  get  him  to  talk  about 
his  job.  But  he  always  reminds  them 
that  there  is  a  reason  for  the  first  word 
in  the  agency's  name. 

What  isn't  a  secret  to  the  Paret 
family  is  the  way  they  all  feel  about 
MCV,  an  institution  that  has,  in  some 
way,  touched  each  of  their  lives. 
Perhaps  Mrs.  Wilkinson  speaks  for 
the  entire  family  when  she  says,  "I 
definitely  enjoyed  being  there."

Heads  MCV  Alumni  Association

Though  he  was  only  three 
years  old  when  it  happened, 
Dr.  Richard  D.  Barnes  (D77), 
new  president  of  the  MCV  Alumni  As- 
sociation of  VCU,  still  recalls  under- 
going extensive  dental  procedures  to 
correct  the  damage  he  suffered  in  an 
accident.  It  was  a  memory  that  stayed 
with  him  and  helped  inspire  him  to 
eventually  become  a  dentist. 

Even  though  the  desire  to  practice 
dentistry  was  deep-seated,  the  path 
that  finally  led  him  to  dental  school 
was  not  without  a  detour.  After  re- 
ceiving an  undergraduate  degree  from 
Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute  and  State 
University,  Dr.  Barnes  became  a 
teacher  in  the  Virginia  public  school 
system. 

Though  he  was  content  teaching 
mathematics  and  sciences,  something 
he  did  for  several  years,  he  finally 
came  to  a  crossroad.  "If  you're  going 
to  stay  in  the  teaching  profession  you 
have  to  get  a  master's  degree,"  he 
explains. 

So,  instead  of  going  to  school  for 
two  or  three  years  in  order  to  con- 
tinue teaching,  Dr.  Barnes  says,  "I 
decided  to  go  ahead  and  get  a  dental 
degree." 

His  second  plunge  into  higher  edu- 
cation was  quite  different  from  the 
first.  For  one  thing,  the  MCV  Campus 
was  nothing  like  that  of  his  under- 
graduate alma  mater.  'Virginia  Tech 
is  quite  pastoral.  If  you  look  around 
the  MCV  Campus,  you're  lucky  to 
find  even  a  patch  of  green,"  states  Dr. 
Barnes. 

And,  because  he  commuted  daily 
to  Richmond  from  Newport  News, 
Virginia,  attaining  his  dental  degree 
required  that  he  undergo  a  grueling 
schedule.  "I  calculated  I  drove  120,000 
miles  and  spent  [the  equivalent  of]  90 
days  in  a  car,"  recalls  Dr.  Barnes. 

If  that  wasn't  enough,  he  also  main- 
tained a  part-time  job  in  the  hematol- 
ogy laboratory  on  Friday  nights.  "I'd 


go  to  school  all  day,  work  until  3  am 
Saturday  morning,  and  drive  back 
home,"  he  says,  adding  that  most 
of  his  weekends  were  devoted  to 
catching  up  on  lost  sleep. 

After  receiving  his  dental  degree, 
Dr.  Barnes  had  the  rare  opportunity 
to  put  into  practice  not  only  his  newly 
acquired  dental  knowledge  but  also 
his  teaching  experience.  Shortly  after 
graduation,  a  teaching  position  in  the 
dental  school  became  available  and 
was  offered  to  Dr.  Barnes.  Though  he 
had  signed  up  to  work  at  a  Newport 
News  dental  office,  he  says,  "Within  a 
couple  of  days  I  decided  I  wanted  to 
teach." 

His  first  year  as  an  instructor 
brought  Dr.  Barnes  a  teacher-of-the- 
year  award.  But  then,  another  cross- 
road. In  order  to  continue  toward  a 
tenured  position  in  the  School  of 
Dentistry,  he  discovered  he  would 
soon  have  to  return  to  the  classroom 
and  earn  either  a  Ph.D.  degree  or 
a  certificate  in  some  specialized  area 
of  dentistry.  Having  so  recently 
been  through  the  academic  grind, 
Dr.  Barnes  decided  it  was  best  to  go 
into  private  practice.  He  was,  how- 
ever, able  to  continue  as  a  part-time 
instructor,  a  position  he  still  holds. 

The  position  he  is  most  excited 
about  now  is  that  of  president-elect  of 


the  Alumni  Association.  He  says  he 
has  sat  on  and  chaired  a  number  of 
Alumni  Association  committees  and 
has  been  president  of  other  organiza- 
tions; but,  he  states,  "This  is  the 
greatest  challenge.  I  feel  fortunate  to 
be  here  at  a  time  when  we  can  move 
forward." 

One  of  Dr.  Barnes'  goals  is  to  see 
that  the  Alumni  House  is  moved  to  its 
new  location  very  soon.  "Right  now 
everything  is  a  go.  It's  a  matter  of 
getting  people  in  there  and  moving 
it,"  he  says,  adding  that  he  hopes  full 
restoration  of  the  house  will  be  com- 
pleted within  two  years.  But  no  mat- 
ter how  long  it  takes,  Dr.  Barnes  would 
like  to  see  the  Alumni  House  display 
the  Alumni  Association  name  in  big 
letters  for  everyone  to  see.  "I  want  to 
make  students  aware  of  the  Alumni 
Association,"  he  explains. 

Dr.  Barnes  also  says  Dr.  Eugene  P. 
Trani,  VCU's  new  president,  has  strong 
opinions  on  the  MCV  name.  "Dr. 
Trani  feels  MCV  is  the  jewel  in  the 
crown,"  he  states,  also  mentioning 
that  the  new  president  is  straight- 
forward, likable,  and  easy  to  talk  with. 

As  he  thinks  about  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation's future  and  about  planning 
for  it,  Dr.  Barnes  mentions  two  people 
he  will  sorely  miss  having  at  his  side: 
Mrs.  Frances  Kay,  former  executive 
director  of  the  Alumni  Association, 
who  recently  retired,  and  Dr.  Ed 
Hodges,  a  long-time  Alumni  Associa- 
tion stalwart,  who  died  suddenly  last 
year.  "Fran  Kay's  retirement  and  Ed 
Hodges'  death  were  a  big  blow.  I  was 
looking  forward  to  working  with  them," 
Dr.  Barnes  says  with  regret. 

To  express  just  how  big  an  impact 
being  elected  president  of  the  Alum- 
ni Association  has  had  on  him,  Dr. 
Barnes  exclaims,  "It's  like  winning 
the  lottery!"

For  about  a  full  year,  Dr.  W.  Robert 
Irby  (M'48)  recalls,  he  sat  on 
the  MCV  Foundation  Board  of 
Trustees  listening  and  learning.  "I  be- 
came active  in  1981,"  he  remembers, 
"when  the  concept  for  the  Dr.  Elam 
Toone  [M'34]  Professorship  in  Medi- 
cine was  being  discussed.  It  was  such 
an  outstanding  project  that  I  just  had 
to  get  involved. 

"The  committee  was  chaired  by 
Dr.  Lawrence  Kendig,  and  about  four 
of  us  did  all  the  legwork.  We  were  the 
first  group  on  the  MCV  Campus 
to  develop  a  formal  campaign  to 
establish  a  professorship." 

During  the  past  decade,  Dr.  Irby 
made  the  development  of  professor- 
ships and  chairs  one  of  his  major 
endeavors:  and  he  has  been  ac- 
tively involved  in  developing  six 
of  the  MCV  Campus's  16  profes- 
sorships and  one  of  its  three  chairs. 

His  devotion  to  this  activity  came 
out  of  his  deep  respect  for  the 
people  being  honored.  But  Dr. 
Irby  is  quick  to  acknowledge  that 
he  also  enjoys  seeing  the  return 
on  these  endowments  augmented 
each  year  with  state  eminent 
scholar  funds. 

"I  like  the  fact  that  sometimes 
we  almost  double  our  annual  pay- 
out because  of  the  state  match," 
he  says,  "and  the  salary  support 
provided  by  these  professorships 
and  chairs  frees  up  departmental 
funds  for  research  or  equipment 
purchase  needs." 

Four  years  ago,  Dr.  Irby  received 
the  distinction  of  being  the  first  MCV 
alumnus  and  first  health  sciences  pro- 
fessional to  be  elected  president  of 
the  MCV  Foundation  board. 

During  his  four,  one-year  terms  as 
president.  Dr.  Irby  has  been  a  force 
for  change.  The  Executive  Commit- 
tee, for  example,  evolved  into  a  strong, 
responsive  body  which  works  closely 
with  the  board's  four  standing  com- 
mittees: fund  raising,  investments, 
appropriations  and  audit,  and  commu- 
nications. 

These  committees  "came  of  age 
under  Dr.  Irby's  tutelage,"  says  David 
E.  Bagby,  Jr.,  executive  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  MCV  Foundation.    "The

activities  of  the  committees  have 
become  integrated,  with  each  com- 
mittee assisting  the  others  toward 
implementation  of  the  foundation's 
mission." 

Much  of  Dr.  Irby's  presidency  was 
spent  working  on  the  first  major  Uni- 
versity-wide fund-raising  campaign,

The  Campaign  for  VCU.  It  officially 
began  July  1,  1986,  and  ended  June 
30,  1990.  "The  best  part,"  says  Dr. 
Irby,  "was  watching  the  figures  grow. 
They  changed  so  rapidly  it  was  almost 
like  watching  election  night  returns." 

Dr.  Irby  confesses  that  at  times  the 
board's  campaign  efforts  appeared  frag- 
mented. "We  met  and  met  and  seemed 
to  get  nowhere."  But,  he  states  em- 
phatically, "Because  each  of  us  worked 
hard  on  our  own  tasks,  all  the  pieces 
came  together;  and  when  they  did, 
the  foundation  had  received  two-thirds 
of  the  Campaign's  $62  million  in  gifts 
and  pledges."  Contributions  received 
by  the  MCV  Foundation  grew  from 
$4, 198,494  in  fiscal  year  1986  to  a  high 
of  $8,018,642  in  1988. 

Policy  changes  within  VCU  also 


added  to  the  foundation's  growth.  One 
milestone  was  reached  in  1986  when 
the  MCV  Foundation  began  receiving 
current  funds.  The  other,  to  be  imple- 
mented July  1, 1991,  will  see  the  foun- 
dation become  the  depository  for  do- 
nations made  to  the  Annual  Giving 
Campaign  for  the  MCV  Campus 
schools.  With  this  last  change,  the 
foundation  becomes  a  total  fund-rais- 
ing depository  for  the  MCV  Campus. 
But  raising  needed  money  for 
the  MCV  Campus  has  not  been  Dr. 
Irby's  only  reward.  One  of  his  favorite 
benefits  has  been  "the  closeness  people 
develop  when  working  on  common 
projects.  This  has  brought  me  many 
friends." 

For  Dr.  Irby,  relinquishing  the 
foundation's  presidency  does  not 
mean  going  back  to  his  original 
posture  of  sitting  back  and  listen- 
ing during  board  sessions.  He 
has  some  specific  goals  he  would 
like  accomplished. 

First,  he  would  like  to  try  to 
provide  each  of  the  six  schools 
with  extra  funds.  "We'll  need  to 
attract  additional  monies  to  do 
this,"  Dr.  Irby  notes,  "but  the 
schools  desperately  need  the  funds 
to  offset  state  budget  cuts."  He 
also  wants  to  assist  more  students. 
He  would  like  to  have  the  founda- 
tion develop  a  series  of  honors 
scholarships  and  a  recognition  pro- 
gram as  well  as  a  scholarship 
program  for  needy  students. 

"And  that's  not  all  I  want,"  Dr.  Irby 
teasingly  adds.  "I  want  a  lot  more  for 
the  foundation,  for  the  MCV  Campus, 
and  for  its  students.  I  want  to  ensure 
that  this  campus  can  continue  to 
provide  the  best  educational 
opportunities." 

To  do  so,  Dr.  Irby  has  set  his  sights 
on  continued  endowment  growth  for 
the  MCV  Foundation.  He  envisions 
the  foundation  entering  the  twenty- 
first  century  with  over  $100  million 
in  endowment  funds.  He  believes 
prudent  investment  of  the  current 
$55  million  in  assets  and  continued 
fund-raising  efforts  by  the  MCV 
Foundation  board  will  make  this  a 
reality.

Caravati  received  the  Distinguished  Serv- 
ice Award  of  the  Southern  Medical  Associa- 
tion in  1972;  served  as  governor,  regent, 
and  master  of  the  American  College  of 
Physicians;  was  professor  emeritus  of 
medicine;  and  trustee  emeritus  of  the  MCV 
Foundation.  He  died  on  April  21. 

Mr.  Nicholas,  a  former  member  of  the 
Alumni  Association's  Board  of  Trustees, 
had  also  served  as  chairman  of  the  Associa- 
tion's Pharmacy  Division.  While  attending 
MCV,  he  was  co-editor  of  The  X-Ray  and  an 
officer  on  the  Pan-Hellenic  Council.

School  of  Nursing 
Revises  Curriculum 

The  School  of  Nursing  recently  approved 
curriculum  revisions  to  be  implemented 
for  the  Class  of  1994.  The  changes  were 
made  in  response  to  the  need  for  more  time 
to  present  and  integrate  complex  material 
and  because  of  students'  needs  for  greater 
flexibility. 

Under  the  new  curriculum,  students  will 
be  admitted  in  the  sophomore  year.  They 
will  take  two  nursing  courses  the  first  se- 
mester, a  course  in  growth  and  develop- 
ment through  the  life  span  and  a  course  in 


health  assessment.  They  will  take  their 
first  clinical  nursing  course  the  second  se- 
mester of  their  sophomore  year.  Specialty 
courses  will  be  offered  over  a  semester 
rather  than  in  seven  and  a  half-week  blocks. 

Two  new  senior-level  courses  will  be 
developed;  one  is  an  advanced  practicum, 
and  the  other  is  a  course  in  the  manage- 
ment of  clients  of  all  ages  in  long-term  care 
facilities. 

The  School  of  Nursing  views  these  cur- 
riculum revisions  as  an  opportunity  to  meet 
societal  and  student  needs  and  to  create  an 
exciting,  innovative  program.

The  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
is  a  very  special  place  to  my 
entire  family;  my  father-in-law, 
Dr.  Wilkins  Ozlin,  graduated  in  medi- 
cine in  1922  and  my  son  in  1988.  My 
daughter  graduated  with  a  degree  from 
the  VCU  School  of  Business  in  1983. 
We  all  certainly  owe  a  great  deal  to  both 
campuses  of  this  institution,  and  I  appre- 
ciate the  privilege  of  being  president  of 
the  MCV  Alumni  Association  of  VCU. 

The  Association's  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  Board  of  Trustees  have  seen 
some  significant  changes  in  the  past 
year.  At  times  there  was  controversy; 
but  without  some  disagreement,  the 
world  would  indeed  be  a  rather  bland 
place.  One  only  has  to  look  at  MCV's 
history,  starting  with  1853  when  a  con- 
troversy arose  between  local  physicians 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  our  found- 
ing institution,  Hampden-Sydney  Col- 
lege, to  realize  that  such  has  long  been 
a  way  of  life  for  our  institution  and  our 
Association.  Then  in  1882  there  were 
two  feuding  Boards  of  Visitors.  In  re- 
cent years  the  MCV  Alumni  Association 
was  unfunded,  unloved,  and  almost 
unknown.  We,  however,  always  seem 
to  recover  and  become  stronger. 
Indeed,  I  believe  that  is  the  case  today. 

Some  very  significant  and  important 
events  have  occurred  as  we  have  moved 
into  our  second  century.  First,  VCU  has 
a  new  president  who  feels  that  relations 
with  alumni  are  very  important  and  that 
the  MCV  name  is  a  significant  asset  to 
the  institution. 

Second,  the  land  agreement  to  ex- 
change the  current  location  of  the 
Alumni  House  to  one  diagonally  across 
the  street  on  the  northwest  corner  of 
11th  and  Clay  Streets  will  allow  the 
Nelson  Clinic  to  expand  and  give  us  a 
new  and  more  visible  location.  The 
actual  relocation  should  take  place  in 
August  or  September,  having  been 
slightiy  delayed  because  of  the  require- 
ments of  asbestos  removal.  The  old 
structure  will  be  moved  intact  and  will 
be  restored  completely.   Hopefully, 


we  will  be  able  to  keep  our  National 
Historic  Landmark  status. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  this  year  was 
a  very  large  and  generous  gift  from  the 
estate  of  Dr.  Lewis  C.  Lush,  a  1926 
graduate  of  the  School  of  Medicine.  This 
could  not  have  occurred  at  a  more  op- 
portune time  as  it  gets  our  renewed 
fund-raising  efforts  off  to  a  superb  start. 
Dr.  Harry  Johnson  (M'53),  a  past  presi- 
dent of  the  Alumni  Association  and  a 
member  of  the  VCU  Board  of  Visitors, 
has  been  named  chairman  of  the  Alumni 
House  fund-raising  campaign  to  move, 
refurbish,  and  restore  the  house  and  to 
complete  additions  that  will  allow  the 
MCV  Alumni  Association  a  more  visible 
and  functional  presence  on  the  MCV 
Campus. 

Third,  after  serving  for  years  without 
pay,  but  with  lots  of  love  to  hold  the 
MCV  Alumni  Association  together  with 
glue,  rubber  bands,  and  God  only  knows 
what  else,  Fran  Kay  (N'59)  resigned  as 


our  executive  director  at  the  end  of  Janu- 
ary. I  believe  that  all  MCV  alumni  owe 
her  their  eternal  gratitude. 

Apersonnel  committee  of  the  MCV 
Alumni  Association,  chaired  by  Corrinne 
Dorsey,  carefully  screened  over  100 
candidates  for  Fran's  replacement  and 
interviewed  13  serious  candidates.  We 
are  happy  to  announce  the  selection  of 
Elizabeth  "Bess"  Littlefield  to  become 


the  new  executive  director.  She  was 
assistant  director  of  alumni  activities  at 
William  and  Mary  where  she  had  direct 
responsibility  for  reunions,  homecom- 
ings, alumni  education  programs,  and 
student  relations,  so  she  should  bring  a 
lot  of  expertise  and  experience  to  our 
organization. 

A  sad  note  was  the  untimely  death 
of  Dr.  Alton  E.Hodges,  Jr.  (D'56),who 
was  chairman  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee and  a  past  president  of  the  Alumni 
Association.  He  had  committed  many 
years  of  diligence  and  devotion  to  the 
Association. 

Last,  we  began  a  dues  structure  this 
year,  and  initial  response  was  quite  good. 
I  certainly  encourage  all  alumni  to 
become  dues-paying  members  of  the 
Association. 

To  close,  we  need  to  remember  that 
we  are  graduates  of  a  very  fine  institu- 
tion which  has  enabled  us  to  compete  in 
the  real  world.

First  Dental  Assistant  Class 
Offered  in  This  Country

A  picture  may  be  worth  a 
thousand  words.  But  for 
Margaret  Bugg,  the  photo  of 
the  nation's  first  dental  assistant  gradu- 
ating class  is  worth  nearly  as  many 
memories. 

Initiated  in  1929  by  the  dean  of 
MCVs  School  of  Dentistry,  the  Den- 
tal Assistant  Program  was  a  first  in  the 
United  States.  Though  short  lived, 
the  one-year  program  provided  a  great 
opportunity  for  young  Virginia  women 
like  Miss  Flavin  (Mrs.  Bugg's  maiden 
name). 

Mrs.  Bugg  recently  sent  the  pic- 
ture of  her  graduating  class  to  the 
MCV  Alumni  Association.  After  search- 
ing through  Alumni  Association  files 
and  then  referring  to  Tompkins-McCaw 
archives,  Association  employees  were 
unable  to  find  any  record  of  the  pro- 
gram. But  thanks  to  Mrs.  Bugg, 
the  program  and  its  graduates  can 
now  take  their  rightful  place  in  MCV 
annals. 

Though  Mrs.  Bugg  cherished  her 
dental  assistant  training,  she  says  she 
really  wanted  to  be  a  nurse.  "But  they 
wouldn't  take  you  into  nursing  school 
until  you  were  18  years  old,"  explains 
Mrs.  Bugg,  who  was  just  16  years  old 
when  she  arrived  at  MCV  to  begin  her 
studies. 

She  admits,  however,  that  her  first 
impression  of  the  campus  did  not  im- 
mediately inspire  a  desire  for  academic 
endeavors. 

"When  I  walked  into  that  medical 
college  and  saw  all  those  men,  I  was  in 
heaven,"  she  says. 

Though  Mrs.  Bugg  and  her  counter- 
parts in  the  Dental  Assistant  Program 
would  be  a  minority  in  the  then  male- 
dominated  dental  school,  she  recalls 
the  experience  fondly  and  likes  to  tell 
of  the  good-natured  banter  that  took 
place  during  the  year  that  she  and  her 
classmates  worked  with  dental  stu- 
dents every  afternoon  as  part  of  their 
training. 

After  four  or  five  hours  of  classes  in 
the  morning,  Mrs.  Bugg  says  she  would 


aid  dental  students  with  tasks  like 
mixing  amalgam  and  taking  x-rays  for 
the  patients  who  came  to  the  dental 
school  for  treatment. 

She  particularly  remembers  the  day 
a  circus  performer  came  in  for  an 
emergency  procedure.  "The  diamond 
she  wore  between  her  teeth  fell  out," 
says  Mrs.  Bugg.  As  she  carried  the 
gem  to  ask  someone  what  should  be 
done,  she  recalls  wondering  if  it  was 
real.  She  also  remembers  the  friendly 


his  Richmond  dental  practice.  "After 
that  I  got  married  and  lived  in  Chi- 
cago," adds  Mrs.  Bugg,  who  later  came 
back  to  Virginia  with  her  husband  and 
had  two  sons. 

Through  the  years  Mrs.  Bugg 
worked  for  several  area  dentists  and 
later  became  a  full-time  candy  striper 
at  Chippenham  Medical  Center.  In 
1986,  after  her  husband  died,  she  de- 
cided to  slow  down.  But  only  a  little. 
Now  in  her  eighties,  Mrs.  Bugg  still 


jabs  she  received  as  she  made  her 
way  past  a  number  of  dental  students. 
"They  said,  'Hey  Flavin,  don't  drop 
that  thing,'  or  'Don't  put  that  in  your 
pocket,  now.'  " 

After  the  year  had  transpired,  it 
was  time  to  find  work.  That  wasn't 
easy.  Mrs.  Bugg  had  to  return  home 
for  a  few  months  because  there  were 
no  positions  available.  But,  eventu- 
ally, she  found  a  job.  For  nine  years 
she  assisted  Dr.  T.  A.  Underhill  with 


works  at  Chippenham  Medical  Cen- 
ter on  a  part-time  basis,  manages  to 
cut  her  own  grass,  and  takes  care  of 
her  home. 

Of  her  years  as  a  dental  assistant, 
Mrs.  Bugg  remarks,  "It  was  a 
wonderful  experience.  I  loved  every 
minute  of  it."
